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come to be the pooreft Nation, with the greatelt

Mean time, to gratify thofe Gentlemen who will

fuppoing our Trade to be decay’d, I fhatl make a 
few ju& and eafy Obfervations upon the prefent ma- 
nifett Encreafé of Trade, which we are faid to be 
now under, and the great prefent Profperity of our — 
Wealth and Commerce : And, here I may ftate on- 
ly the few trifling Articles that are infignificantly, 
perhaps decay’d, fetting againft them the mott extra- _ 
ordinary Improvements of thofe weighty equivalent 
Parts of Trade, the advance whereof is our prefent 
Boait and Satisfaction. 

T allow, that the prefent Conftitution of our Trade, 
has this very happy, tho’ very odd Circumftance in 
it, whether you refpe@ Foreign Trade, or Home 
Trade ; viz That the Subftantial, Effential, Fun- 
damental !arts of Trade,lonly having fuffered a little 
Decay ——The Excrecencies the fuperficial parts of 
Trade, or, indeed, the Trifles of our Trade are 
rifen up to a prodigious Bulk in their room—— 
Baubles and ridiculous Knick-Knacks, which for. 
merly, defery’d not a Name among our Manufa- 
@ures, and which Men of Bufinefs car’d not to ac- 
knowledge themfelves to deal in; now ufurp the 
Grandeur and Magnificerce of our general Articles, 
and become'the Capitals of our Commerce. 

Our Wrought-Silks, and uur fine Stuffs, fubmit to 
that noble Ufurpation of Painted Calicoe: Strip’d 
Mullains have moft gallantly depofed your Manu- 
fa&ure of Bonelace, and are fometimes fold for as 

at aPrice: Slight Druggets, Saggatees, Canta- 
loons, and a Thoufand foreign Novelties of Wool, 
have dethroned your True-born Englifh Broad-Cloth, 
and Kerfeys caufed them to ceafe trom being the 
Wear of your Common People, and banifhed the 
very Name of a Clothier from whole Counties and 
Buroughs, which were once the principal Cloathing 
Towns of the Nation ——All which, muft needs be 
allow’d to be extraordinary Improvements of our 
Trade. ed eee 

‘In our Foreign Commerce, we have, alfo, mighty 
Improvements 3 Nay, We boaft of Trades perfectly 


new tu ine Nation, whof Encreafe we efeem our. 
; exceeding 
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exceeding Wealth : For Example, That mo admi- 
rable return of Wealth from China, which adorns the 
Scrazores and Cabinets of the Ladies, and thine in 
the Angles of the Drawing-Rooms, thele mightily 
encreate the dead Stock of the Nation, encourage 
Navigation to a ftrange Degree, fince Ships have 
come Hone wholly laden with Earthen Ware, the 
drumpery of China, {upplies, to infinite Advantage, 
the Furniture of our Houfes, and ferves the Ladies 
iniead of Plate and Jewels. 

Add to this, the prodigious Importation of Cho- 
colate, a thing unknown to our Trading Anceftors, 
srown now a mott confiderable Article in Commerce, 
and as to Coitee and Tea, it is evident they are {u- 
periour in Trade tothe Spices of the Dutch. 

Such is the prefent State of our Trade, and fo 
much are we in debt to the Devil; that whenever 
we break our Confederacy with Sathan, we are cer- 
tainly ruin’d and undone. I doubt not, but the know- 
ledge of this, may be the True Reafon why our 
Clergy of tate, as well Church of Englani as Dil- 
fenters, have fo entirely left off Preaching againft Va- 
nity and Vice, and all manner of Luxury, Pride, 
and Excefa, obtiins che utmoft Encouragement from 
the Authority and Example of the Magiftrate, So- 
Cieties for reforming us, on the contrary, grow ob- 
folete and contemptible ; they are kept up indeed, 
alittle, for Form f2te, andto Banter Heaven with 
the pretence of Reformation : But, alas!
